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DETAILED ACTION 


Specification 


1 . Applicant is reminded of tine proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important 
that the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the 
abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited.

5. Regarding Claim 20, it is unclear how the drive can have a drive part (singular) in 
claim 1 and then have a drive be formed by two or more drive parts (plural) in the 
depending claim. 

6. Regarding Claim 31 , it is unclear what is meant by "a number of and "the 
number of. What is the number that is being referred to?

7. Claim 30 is allowed.

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 8, 20-27, and 29-35 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
